The caucus determ- 
ined to wait before acting upon the 
assignmentiof Senators Hil! and Vance 
until they take their seats in the 
Senate. 

As Sena Hill and Vance have 
not yet their seats in the Senate 
the committee places intended for 
them are temporarily assigned to 
other Senators, with the understand- 
ing that they resign them in favor of 
absent Senators when they appear. 


Senator Hill will serve on the follow-}

Vance will 
retain the committee places which he 
occupied in the last Congress.

Wasuinetox, Dec. 17.—The pub- 
lished statements that the Republican 
Senators had virtually decided to con- 
test the seats of Senators Hill, Brice 
and White attracted some attention 
among the Senators to-day. Careful 
inquiries failed to discover anything 
like an organized movement in that 
direction and, in fact, it appears the | 
Republican Senators have, as yet, 
given the subject little thought. A 
Republican Senator to-day said the 
contention with rezard to Gov. Hill’s 
case would be subsiantially as fol- 
lows: That his continuing to bold, 
after the 4th of March, 1891, (when 
entitled Semator),an office, admittedly 
incompatible with the Senatorship, 
operated as a renunciation of the 
latter and that if it had not already 
done so. The important qnestion is 
presented as to how long a person thus 
situated could hold the Governorship 
and keep the Senatorship position va- 
cant. 

As to the story about Brice, all that 
will be done will be confined to a few 
remarks made by Senator Sherman 
when the credentials were presented. 

As to Senator White it cannot be 
learned that there is any intention on 
the part of the Republicans to make a 
contest.

Or, place a can 
of the suspected powder top down on 
a hot stove for a minute or two, then 
take off the cover and smell.

Curtous Stery of the “the Breast Bone of a 
Brant That Was Shot in Alaska. 

A very g curiosity has been 
placed in the Nationa) museum. It is 
the breast bone of a wild brant trans- 
fixed by an arrow. The bird, which 
weighed about fifteen pounds, was suot 
in the Kankakee marshes, Indiana, 
with a gun and subsequently eaten, 
but the part of its anatomy mentioned 
was preserved. 

Once upon a time—it must have been 
some years. before, so a Washington 
Star reporter was told—this particular 
brant was summering in Alaska, where 
thers of its species guther every year 
for the purpose of mating. An Indian 
shot at the bird with an arrow which 
had for its point a piece of a deer’s rib 
seven inches long.

—that is to say, after entering the flesh 
of the victim it works its way into the 
vitals, eventually causing death.

The 
million and a half acres of which it is 


made up were purchased about seven} 


years ago from the state of Louisiana 
and from the U nited States government 
by a syndicate of northern capitalists, 
by whom it is now farmed. 

This immense tract is divided into 
convenient pasture stations or ranches, 
the fencing alone having cost fifty thou- 
sand dollars. 

All the cultivating, ditching, etc., is 
done by steam power, a tract of abéut 
half a mile wide jbeing taken, and an 
engine placed on each side. The en- 
gines are portable, and work a cable 
attached to four ploughs, the area 
ploughed in this way, with the labor of 
only three men, being thirty acres. 

There is not a single draught horsé 
on the estate. Horses are, however, 
used for the herdsmen who look after 
the sixteen thousand head of cattle 
upon the estate, which is traversed for 
thirty-six miles by the Southern Pacific 
railway. The company has three steara- 
boats upon the three hundred miles uf 
navigable waters which traverse their 
estate, and also possesses a shipyard, a 
bank and rice mills, 

The largest farm in England is just 
about 1,600th of the size of the United 
States farm above described; and in 
Hungary, where the largest farming 
operations in Europe are carried on, 
there is no farm that is more than 1-15th 
of the size or area of this gigantic farm 
in Louisiana.
